criticism and sneers. Oh, that God 
would snap this fetter and set us all 
free. 


I know a good man, morally, who 
wants to get right with God and live 
right, who is in bondage to a sulking, 
Silly, bossing, pecking wife. She has 
hindered him every time he makes a 
start, and if he moves as if going to 
the altar, she will give him a punch 
and then he stands like a limber twig 
in a March wind. This wife of his one 
time knew the Lord and now blames 
her nerves for the will and whims of 
her wicked ways; but it is deeper than 
that. Listen, Husband, Wife, if you 
know what God wants you to do, you 
had better do it regardless of who 
kicks your shin or punches your chin. 
You had better mind God. Listen to 
me, Husband, and hear me, Wife, your 
soul does not belong to your com- 
panion; it belongs to you and God. 
Your soul and your will is to be given 
to God and His Christ. Listen, Sister, 
that husband that wants you to sit 
and act like a tame rabbit, and wants 
you to get his consent before you can 
help seekers around the altar of 
prayer, you gave him your body but 
not your soul, not your will, and not 
your God-given Bill of Rights. You did 
not promise him your soul, and your 
soul does not belong to him. You did 
not promise him your eternity; you

God proposed to separate His people 
from sin and the world.

The upward trail 
begins as soon as a man finds himself 
in God and God has snapped the 
shackles of sin. When you say good- 
bye to this world of evil, sin and 
wrong, and bid an everlasting farewell 
to its God-dishonoring customs, hab- 
its, pleasure, and pursuits, God will 
bring you up out. That is the way up 
out, however, that is not the end. If 
God Almighty fails to pry you loose 
in this world from your wicked ways, 
there is no hope for you. Sin and Hell 
are Siamese twins. You will get rid of 
sin, or sin will get rid of you. Don’t 
tinker with conscience or trifle with 
convictions. Some people remind me of 
Jacob denouncing Reuben on his 
deathbed. “Reuben, thou art my first-. 
born, my might, and the beginning of 
my strength, the excellency of dignity, 
and excellency of power,” Gen. 49:3. 
Why, you can see a great man in every 
word of this paragraph. It is sugges- 
tive of strength and success, dignity, 
might, and power. What words! But 
the next sentence shadows all hope 
for Reuben, “Unstable as water, thou 
shalt not excel.” V. 4. Water—seeking 
the way of least resistence. Unstable 
as water—taking the shape of its sur- 
roundings. Unstable as water—taking 
the shape and form anywhere it is 
placed. Unstable as water—poured in 
a straight glass, it takes the shape of 
the straight glass, poured in a crooked 
and misshaped vessel, it takes the form 
of the crooked. Unstable as water— 
uncertain, changeable, irresolute, fluc- 
tuating, wavering, floundering, oscil- 
lating, unsettled, dilly-dally. wobbly, 
shilly-shally—UNSTABLE AT WATER! 

What an indictment to bring against 
a man with such a beginning! Yet 
some churches are water-logged with 
such creatures, drifters with the tide,

National Conference on Palestine 

The National Conference on Pales- 
tine met recently at the Statler Hotel 
in Washington, D. C. It was sponsored 
by the Christian Council on Palestine, 
the American Palestine Committee, 
Congress of Industrial Organizations, 
the American Federation of Labor, the 
United Christian Council for De- 
mocracy, the Unitarian Fellowship for 
Social Justice, the Free World Associa- 
tion, and the Union for Democratic 
Action. Over two hundred delegates, 
for the most part clergymen and ed- 
ucators, came from thirty-two states 
to attend the meetings.

Delinquency 

Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, says: “I am 
‘not easily shocked or alarmed. But to- 
day, like thousands of others, I am 
both shocked and alarmed. The ar- 
rests of teen-age boys and girls are 
staggering. This country is in deadly 
peril. We can win this war, and still 
lose our freedom for all in America. 
For a creeping rot of moral disintegra- 
tion is eating into our nation... 
symptomatic of a condition which 
threatens a new ‘lost generation,’ more 
hopelessly lost than any that has gone 
before.” In the last year the figures 
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for both boy and girl delinquents have 
risen sharply. Someone has sent us 
the following reports from the same 
Bureau of Investigation: 


CRIME INCREASE 

“The FBI reports a fifty-five per 
cent increase in arrests of girls under 
twenty-one for delinquency in 1942. 
Boys eighteen years outstripped all 
others in crime in 1942. Drunkenness 
increased thirty per cent among boys 
under twenty-one last year. Boys ten 
years old and up are prowling our 
streets and committing crimes. Large 
cities maintain breeding places to 
train our youth in crime. The FBI re- 
ports 5,000,000 criminals in the making 
right now. Already there are 1,500,000 
criminals listed in Washington. Last 
year our young criminals committed 
1,500,000 major crimes. Last year 9,000 
churches in America closed their 
doors.

Religious Activity Here and There 


India erects a statue of Christ. 
Church leaders in Britain urge a 
proclamation of a day of prayer when 
Invasion begins. The Dutch Bible 
Society reached a peak of 205,000 
copies of Scripture sales during 1943. 
Churches increase opposition to oc- 
cupation authorities in Belgium. While 
German occupation authorities sus- 
pend operation of another theological 
university in France. The Dutch 
Church continues attacks against 
Nazism. General Chiang Kai-shek sent 
greetings to the Methodist Conference 
in which he urged a common unity of 
all Christians for the betterment of 
mankind everywhere. Lastly, the 
rabbis of Jewish congregations in 
America have issued a call to prayer 
for the Invasion when it is learned 
the invasion has been made.

German Atrocities 


Tom M. Olson writing in Light and 
Liberty gives us the following story of 
German brutalities: 

“Henry Shapiro, United Press Staff 
Writer says: 

‘In a dawn mist on Noveneber 6 the 
Red Army broke into Kiev, third city 
of the Soviet Union, and before the 
war a great and prosperous center of 
close to 1,000,000 people. 


‘Ten thousand famished, diseased, 
bewildered people crept out of the cel- 
lars, hardly recognizable as human be- 
ings, to greet their liberators. 

‘Since then, according to the ec 
mate of Acting Mayor Leonid Le- 
ber, about 60,000 more have come back 
from the cellars, from nearby ravines 
and forests. 

‘All the rest are gone—murdered, 
dead of hunger or disease, or taken 
away to slavery. 

‘There is also at the northwestern 
edge of the city, the Baby Yar Ravine. 
I drove out there, about three miles 
from the center of the city, to the spot 
where, two years ago, between 60,0¢ 
and 100,000 civilians and 25,000 
prisoners were slaughtered. 

‘The Germans drove men, women, 
and children to the Baby Yar Ravine, 
two acres of waste land, and mowed 
them down with machine guns, and 
threw the bodies into sand pits. 

‘September 28 notices in the streets 
summoned all Jews, Communists, and 
Russian officials to report for ‘evacua- 
tion.’ They were told to take clothes, 
valuables, and provisions. 

‘Their belongings were confiscated, 
their clothes were ripped off. They 
were lined up at the edge of the ra- 
vine, machine-gunned and thrown to 
the bottom. 

‘Some were buried alive, mothers 
with their children, aged persons, the 
infirm. It took three days to kill them 
all. Sporadic executions followed until 
the Germans fled. 

‘Baby Yar is the scene of the great- 


.est German atrocity but there are 


hundreds of smaller Baby Yars in 
towns and villages through which I 
have passed.’ ”

Text: St. John 18:25, “And Simon 
Peter stood and warmed himself. They 
said therefore unto him, Art not thou 
also one of his disciples? He denied it, 
and said, I AM NOT.” 


My friends, for some reason there 
has been placed upon my heart an 
urge and desire to write a few lines 
in connection with the above text. I 
believe that God for some cause, de- 
sires this to be written. You will note 
I have used the latter clause of this 
verse as the subject; namely, I AM 
NOT. 


These words were spoken by Peter, 
the fisherman from the shores of Gal- 
ilee, and were an emphatic denial 
that he was a disciple of Christ. Look- 
ing back over the life of Peter we find 
that he, at one time, said he would 
FORSAKE ALL to follow Christ. His 
intentions were good and we find that 
he did follow, but alas, AFAR OFF. 


Just a few hours prior to this time, 
in the Garden of Gethsemane, Peter 
had come to the assistance of our Lord 
and had smitten the high priest’s 
servant and cut off his ear when that 

¢-. ~) unholy and ungodly mob came out 
’ against Jesus to arrest Him, but now 
we find him warming himself by the 
fire in the palace of the high priest, 
Jesus standing near, and he cries so 
all can hear, “I am not a disciple of 
this man, I don’t know him.” The 
testing time had come and Peter had 
been found wanting. However, looking 
deeper into this situation, and after 
closely studying it from all angles, 
am I one that can point a finger of 
shame and disgrace at Peter? Peter de- 
tected to be a disciple of Christ he him- 
self would also lose his life. Maybe 
someone will now come forth and say 
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that Peter should have stood by Jesus 
to the very end, even at the risk of his 
own life. True, very true, but, my 
friends, what would we have done if 
we had been there? Would we have 
come boldly to the front, among those 
soldiers with weapons in their hands 
and murderous intentions in their 
hearts, and said, “Here I am, I am His 
follower; I am proud to be a follower 
of His, do with me what you will’? 
Would we do that, or would we find 
ourselves in the same class with Peter, 
denying that we even knew Him? 


At this time Peter had not been 
filled with the Holy Ghost, therefore, 
he lacked that power to enable him to 
stand. Do we find anywhere, after be- 
ing filled with the Holy Ghost on the 
day of Pentecost, that Peter refrained 
from openly proclaiming to the world 
that he was a follower of the Lord? No, 
that man of God, Peter, the fisherman 
from the Sea of Galilee, paid in full on 
the cross, for his love for Jesus. 


I like to think of Peter as a good ex- 
ample in many ways for Christians in 
these last days. He spoke the truth 
when he said, “I AM NOT HIS DIS- 
CIPLE.” Down in his heart, before 
these words were ever uttered, he had 
failed and knew he was not a follower 
of the Lord, therefore when he was 
asked the question, he spoke the truth. 

Many seem to be ready and willing 
to criticize Peter for his actions on this 
occasion, but who are we to criticize 
another? Peter’s life was at stake and 
he fell. There are many who claim a 
high standard of salvation, who claim 
the indwelling of the Holy Ghost, who 
claim they are ready for the rapture, 
who claim that they are waiting for 
the gates of heaven to swing open, 
who, to a GREAT EXTENT, are also 
fallen. You may take exceptions to 
these remarks, but down in your heart 
you know it is true and God knows it 
is true, and unless we regain a firmer 
grip on God, we, too, will finally go 
down in defeat. 

Generally speaking, the Christian 
world as a whole, has forgotten God. 
As the Church of God we should take 
warning. 

Our life as yet is not endangered on 
account of our claim to discipleship of 
the Lord, yet we want to abuse, 
criticize and ridicule Peter for his de- 
nial of the Lord, when his very exist- 
ence was in the balance. Not so with 
us; we have the wonderful privilege of 
serving God in any way we choose, for 
which we should be more than thank- 
ful; yet we serve Him with our lips and 


our hearts are far from Him. Matthew 
states, “Seek ye FIRST the king- 
dom of God, and his righteousness,” 
Matt. 6:33. God should come first in 
our lives. He should be the supreme 
rule in our everyday walk. But it 
seems that many shut Jesus off in a 
room by Himself all during the week 
and then on Sunday slip Him out of 
the room for Sunday School and 
church, then promptly lock Him in the 
room again Sunday night, this in 
order to keep up appearances and en- 
deavor to deceive the world that they 
are His. My friends, this should not 
be so, and it is an evident fact that if 
we ever make it through to the glory 
world, we will have to live wholly and 
uncompromisingly for God. We can’t 
hold to God with one hand and grasp 
firmly every worldly pleasure with the 
other hand, then expect to stand for 
God when the testing time comes. We 
can’t live a half-way, pleasure-seek- 
ing, ungodly life down here and ex- 
pect God to place His approval on 
us. That is one reason why some fail 
to have the power with God they one 
time enjoyed. Many have drifted from 
God who have lusted after things and 
the pleasures of this world. In 1 John 
2:15, 16, the Scripture states that if we 
love the world, the love of the Father 
is not in us. If we are not going to do 
the things that Jesus says, if we are 
determined to follow our own self-will, 
then why not come boldly to the front 
and answer the question truthfully as 
Peter did, “I AM NOT HIS DISCIPLE”? 
It is a true fact that some have be- 
come so enwrapped and so entangled 
with the pleasures of this world that 
there is no way whatever in dis- 
tinguishing them from the world; yet, 
in many instances, they will shout the 
loudest, pray the longest and bring 
reproach and disgrace upon the cause 
for which Jesus gave His life. Minis- 
ters, don’t forget that your flock is 
looking to you for guidance and that 
you are responsible to both God and 
them to show them the RIGHT WAY 
to life eternal, and you will be held 
accountable for failure to warn and 
discourage your members against the 
pitfalls of worldliness. 


In summing tne whole matter up, 
are we sincerely and whole-heartedly 
for God, or do we intend to play with 
salvation and be eternally lost? Peter 
denied the Lord on this occasion on 
account of being fearful for his life. 
We, who dabble with the pleasures of 
this world, deny the Lord to fulfill our 
fleshly lust. Which of the two is the 
better?

Never in the history of time has 
there been such a morning as that 
which broke over Egypt immediately 
after the Israelites had gone. It is true 
that many things remained just as 
they were before they went away, 
but the business life of Egypt was 
completely disorganized. 

All labor in the brick field had 
ceased, for all the slaves were gone. 
The building trade was at a standstill 
and the barges that carried material 
on the river Nile were tied up by the 
bank. The merchants’ goods lay undis- 
turbed on the shelves. No one cared 
to buy and no one wanted to sell. 
Ploughs stood useless in the furrows 
and the cattle on the commons were 
wandering wild with no one to care 
for them. The priests had fled from 
the temples, and the sacred beasts, 


. worshipped as gods, were lowing in 


their gilded stalls. 

Egypt was wrung with the greatest 
agony and from 20,000 cities and 
villages on the bank of the Nile came 
forth the saddest wail of woe that this 
world ever heard. The sun that came 
out of the east that morning, looked 
down from its golden throne in the 
heavens on a broken-hearted nation. 

The waters of the glorious Nile had 
lost all their charm and were dull and 
unattractive. The feathery palm trees 
waved their branches and bowed their 
stately heads as though mourning on 
account of the terrible tragedy that 
had befallen the looted land. 

The Pyramids, grey with age and 
shrouded in mysteries long forgotten, 
seemed sullen and terrifying on the 
banks of the Father of Waters, and 
the mighty Sphinx, a man-headed 
lion cut out of the living rock by 
hands long since returned to dust, 
looked forth a sad, horrible spectre 
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from some abysmal world to haunt the 
living of the already maddened multi- 
tudes while wild piercing cries, such 
as only could come from the torn 
depths of human horror, were heard 
on every hand. 

But the strangest and what seems 
to be the most mysterious of all, not 
a single Hebrew was anywhere to be 
seen. The mud huts about the brick 
kilns and the thatch-covered cabins 
in Goshen were all empty, and the 
doors with peculiar blood stains on 
the post and lintels, were standing 
wide open. The despised and rejected 
ones, the filthy of the earth and the 
offscouring of the world, were all gone 
and Pharaoh’s cities on the 
banks of the Nile were minus two mil- 
lion of their inhabitants. But in the 
early hour the sudden and unexpected 
departure of the Hebrews could not be 
seriously considered, for every 
Egyptian’s heart was torn and bleed- 
ing by its own immediate sorrow, for 
in every house of the 20,000 cities and 
villages death had been at work. The 
king in his golden palace, the begger 
in his hovel of mud, the statesman 
and princes in their royal halls and 
homes, the river man in his rush- 
covered houseboat on the Nile, the 
laborer behind the mill, the prisoner 
in the dungeon, the priest in palm- 
covered courts of a thousand temples, 
and the captains of funeral boats that 
carried the dead to the other side of 
the Nile, all without exception were 
broken-hearted and frantic with grief 
on account of the dreadful stroke that 
had smitten every home. 


It is said that the shrieks and howls 
and mournful cries heard in Egypt on 
that memorable occasion were as if 
the dead had broken their bands and

Pharaoh was rent and torn — . 
anguish like the sea when torn by the™: 
tempest. Rank and position were fo. 

gotten. Poor and rich, prince and 
peasant, people of every station and 
every color mingled without respect 
or disregard. Millions were weeping 
and rushing from home to home to 
see if others’ losses had been like 
theirs. But all were in the same sad 
plight, for the first and most im- 
portant person in every home had 
been snatched away by death. 

Moses in telling the story, says ther 
was a cry throughout all the land suc 
as never was known the like of it, nor 
shall be like it any more. And this I 
take to be the greatest picture in all 
scriptures of the coming tribulation 
that will immediately break over our 
poor world when the saints are sud- 
denly caught away. 

When Noah’s ark sailed away from 
the shores of the antediluvian world, 
there was great distress among those 
who were left behind. But that was 
not a clear type of the tribulation, be- 
cause the world’s population was 
drowned and there was no continued 
suffering. When Lot was caught away 
from Sodom the same thing was true 
as far as Sodom was concerned. 

But the flight of Israel from Egypt, 
which so clearly typifies the rapture 
of the saints, left behind the greatest 
picture of tribulation that the Holy 
Ghost has ever inspired, and just as 
the architect by studying the blue- 
prints can see what the building is 
going to be like, we by a close study of 
this remarkable picture can glimpse | 
the outlines of the great tribulation 
in its very earliest stage.

Trains as usual will be 
rushing in all directions, ships still 
(4 voyaging across the seas of the world, 
motor traffic will crowd the highways, 
and planes will still be in the air, but 
in hundreds of cases conductors, 
captains, drivers, and pilots will be 
suddenly caught away from their 
stations, leaving those who depended 
upon their skill and ability to dash 
on to destruction and to death. 
Dance halls, gambling dens and 
picture shows will have lost all their 
attraction for in that dark hour of 
sorrow and distress the queens, heroes, 
and sheiks of the silver screens, with 
all their worldly entertainments, will 
be nothing better than foolish and 
empty mockery. The broken-hearted 
and grief-stricken millions clinging to 
the wrecked and judgment-torn world 
will in that dreadful time of God’s 
wrath need something more _ sub- 
stantial. The foolish, fleeting vanities 
for which men and women sacrificed 
their lives and squandered accumu- 
lated millions, will then stand 
stripped of all their deceptive charms, 
and the poor lost world in strange and 
awful reality will stagger to its judg- 
ment. In thousands of cases the min- 
ister will be left behind with his 
disappointed congregation, but his 
sermon on the morning of the rapture 
will not be on Amos and Andy or any 
other light, unworthly subject.

PASTORS 

Nothing has been spared by Christ 
the great Shepherd to provide care 
for His flock. In the apostles, as we 
have seen, He provided witness and 
other glorious ministries; while in 
the prophet He provided for divine ut- 
terance and revelation and for direct 
communication of God with His peo- 
ple, the Church. On the other hand, 
in the evangelist He has provided for 
compassionate ministry for the un- 
saved, that His Church might grow 
and prosper numerically, and that the 
emotions of the Church might be ever 
stirred to the winning of souls; herein 
He provided for the cross to be glo- 
rified and made a thing of victory, 
power, and beauty. In the pastor, how- 
ever, He has provided an entirely dif- 
ferent kind of ministry. 


Under the caption of “Evangelists” 
we slightly mentioned the importance 
of the evangelists in leading sinners 
to Christ, for the advancement of the 
Church in general. However impor- 
tant that work; and with whatever 
success it may achieve, comes the task 
of taking care of the harvest of evan- 
gelistic effort. To provide a suitable 
and needed ministry to consolidate in- 
to an abiding form, and one that could 
comfort, encourage, advise and help 
in the tangles of satanic opposition, 
God gave to the Church pastors. While 
the evangelist is indispensable, the 
pastor is equally so. Pastors are a gift 
from Christ, the head of the Church, 
for its edification and comfort, to 
feed and nourish it, with the objec- 
tive of perfection of the saints in 
view. 

WORK AND QUALIFICATIONS 

The word for pastor comes from the 
Greek word “poiman,” meaning a 
herdsman, a shepherd, one who feeds 
and cares for a flock. The outstanding 
model of all pastors is Christ Himself. 
It was prophesied in Isa. 40:11 that, 
“He shall feed his flock like a shep- 
herd: he shall gather the lambs with 
his arm, and carry them in his bosom, 
and shall gently lead those that are 
with young.” The work of the pastor 
is that of gathering God’s “lambs” 
won by evangelistic effort, carrying 
them in “his bosom,” making their 
burdens his, their cares and troubles 
his, helping them to throw off trou- 


ble and despondency. A tender, com- 
passionate love is constantly needed 
by a true shepherd, to go after falter- 
ing lambs, gathering them in tender- 
ness unto the one great Shepherd, 
Christ. Notice: “He shall gently lead 
those that are with young.” Here is 
pictured a creation travailing in spir- 
itual birth under the care and super- 
vision of the pastor. Faithfulness in 
trying to reach every lamb and care 
for every one that Christ has en- 
trusted to the pastor’s care is of vital 
importance. 

He has, in gift and ministry, pro- 
vided for everyday watchcare, by giv- 
ing His people someone to live among 
them and share their burdens and 
woes. Little is said of the pastor, so 
far as the word pastor is concerned; 
which is better treated from the word 
“shepherd,” and which is mentioned 
in all seventeen times. The word 
“shepherd” has, however, been ren- 
dered glorious in that it was also used 
by our Lord in referring unto Him- 
self. Matt. 9:36; 25:32; 26:31; Mark 
6:34; 14:27; Luke 2:8, 15, 18, 20; John 
10:2, 12. See also John 10:11, 14. 
“Shepherd” is also used metaphorical- 
ly of the presiding officer, manager, 
or director, of any assembly; so of 
Christ the Head of the Church. John 
10:16; 1 Peter 2:25; Heb. 13:20; also 
of the Jewish Messiah in Ezek. 34:23. 
The shepherd takes in part the name 
of the sheep, even as the sheep in 
turn take the character, traits, and 
even the nature of the shepherd. 
Sheep are exposed to the weather, in 
winter and in summer, in frost and 
draught, upon the treeless plains of 
Palestine, Gen. 31:40; to attacks by 
robbers and by beasts of prey, 1 Sam. 
17:34; John 10:1, 10, 11, etc. 

The shepherd always leads his flock; 
he never drives them. The story is 
told of a supposed shepherd who was 
noticed to be driving his sheep. When 
questioned why he was driving them, 
he replied, “I am the butcher, I am 
not the shepherd.” This will be enough 
at this point. 

It was the duty of the shepherd to 
lead his flock unto the pasture and 
water, Psa. 23; 77:20; 78:52; 80:1; and 
to protect them at the risk of his own 
life, John 10:15. To keep them from 
the cold, rain, and beasts, the shep-

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Text: Matt. 9:37, 38, “Then saith he 
unto his disciples, The harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the labourers are few; 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth la- 
bourers into his harvest.”

He had just pre- 
viously healed a man sick of the palsy 
and a woman with an issue of blood, 
raised a ruler’s daughter from the 
dead, opened the eyes of two blind 
men, and cast the devils out of a man 
that. was dumb, and he spake. No 
doubt in the multitude there were 
those who were sick with different 
diseases, the widows, orphans, some 
that were in poverty, and many that 
were disappointed in life. Jesus under- 
stood and knew their condition, and 
as He saw the mass of suffering hu- 
manity His great, loving heart was 
moved with compassion. Not only did

He sympathize with them, but He 
was “moved with compassion.” He was 
ready to bring relief and minister to 
their needs. 

We notice that in the ministry of 
Jesus He went about doing good. His 
ministry was not composed of preach- 
ing only, but He was ready to heal the 
sick, open the eyes of the blind, unstop 
the deaf ears, raise the dead and feed 
the hungry, and while doing this He 
was also ready to break to them the 
bread of life. We would not discredit 
His preaching. I would have been 
glad to hear the message that fell 
from His lips in that memorable “ser- 
mon on the mount”! Yes, I would have 
been glad to hear the last great 
commission given to the apostles as re- 
corded in thé last chapter of Matthew. 
Although we were not there, yet it 
seems that I can hear His sacred voice 
echoing through the ages, speaking to 
His Church, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture.” Gospel means good news and 
implies salvation for the soul and 
healing for the sick. 

His compassion for the suffering 
was so great that He was moved into 
action. He said, “I must work the work 
of him that sent me.” He was ready to 
work. Sometimes He was preaching to 
the multitudes, and again we see Him 
preaching to the woman at the well, 
the congregation composed of one, and 
listen to his message, “If you would 
ask of me I would give you water that 
you would never thirst again.” He 
knew that her soul was longing for 
something that the world had failed 
to satisfy. If we have the Christ en- 
throned in our lives today, He still 
carries with Him that same desire to 
bless lost and suffering humanity, and 
you will have a burden for the lost 
and a desire to see souls saved. 

You will feel that “go ye” and “I 
must work” burning in your soul. If 
you fail to have that passion for the 
lost, Jesus is not reigning supremely 
in your life. 

Jesus said, “Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest.” 
There is a demand in the Lord’s har- 
vest field for laborers. There are many 
who would be glad to accept a posi- 


tion but not many willing to labor. 
Jesus realized that the harvest was 
plenteous, but it would take some la- 
boring to gather it. To have a soul- 
stirring revival, build a new church, 
add Sunday School rooms to your 
building, have a successful Sunday 
School or Y.P.E., or promote the in- 
terest of the church otherwise, some- 
body will have to labor, which means 
toil or exertion, physical or mental ef- 
fort, difficulty, etc. For this cause 
many today are not having success in 
their Christian work. They are not 
willing to go through the physical or 
mental strain or put forth the special 
effort it takes to promote the cause of 
Christ. But, thank God, while that is 
true, there are a faithful few who are 
working. The new churches, pasto- 
riums, Sunday School rooms, soul- 
saving revivals speak of the fervent 
zeal some have, and most of the 
churches have a 100 per cent report 
on all departments of the church. 
These stand out as monuments to 
their work, and when the great re- 
warding time comes they will not come 
in empty-handed but they can come 
rejoicing, bringing in the sheaves. 


The antonym of labor is idleness. If 
you are God-called and God-sent, how 
can you afford to be idle when the 
harvest is so plenteous? Do not pray 
that the Lord will show you the little 
things to do, but be willing to do 
whatsoever He bids you. If you are 
willing to work, He will give you plenty 
to do. If you do not get a church to 
pastor, the evangelistic field is wide 
open and with many calls. You fur- 
nish the grit and courage and God will 
furnish the grace and will take care 
of you. If you are not called into the 
ministry, you can work in your local 
church, be a prayer warrior, booster 
for your pastor, boost your church 
services, and take part in the differ- 
ent auxiliaries of the church. 
There is no excuse in being idle. Think 
of the hundreds just in a few blocks 
of your church who have never at- 
tended your services. Get in personal 
touch with them. Use a little tact. 
Many of them can be attracted to your 
Sunday School or church services. If

OUR TRIP TO CALICUT 


Though there are difficulties about 
traveling now, Brother Cook and I felt 
to go to Calicut to attend the Christ- 
mas treat for the Sunday Schools 
also for special meetings there. Cali- 
cut is two hundred and fifty miles 
from headquarters, and we left early 





the morning of the 23rd of December, 
arriving there about 10:30 p. m. We 
went first by car for seventy miles to 
the railway station, and from there by 
train, having to change trains at one 
junction. We returned on the 27th of 
December. 

We have had a Sunday School in 
connection with the church in Calicut 
for some time, and three months be- 
fore Christmas a new Sunday School 
was started in the home of new con- 
verts, a copper merchant and his wife, 
about a mile from our hall where we 
hold meetings. On Christmas day, in 
the afternoon, this brother came for 
us with a pony cart, such as one can 
hire there, and took us to his house 
for the treat. 

They had spared no pains in making 
elaborate preparations for the event. 
A sort of brush arbor had been erect- 
ed and this was decorated with a kind 
of grass and red flowers. We were 
shown to chairs by a table on which 
were two bouquets of flowers, and pro- 
grams were given out. I was to “pre- 
side” over the function and give out 
the presents. Brother Cook was one 
of those who gave speeches. There are 
forty-five children on the roll, all of 
whom are from Hindu homes except 
three who come from Christian homes. 
I wish you could have heard the chil- 
dren sing songs and recite verses of 
Scripture. 

Subscriptions had been taken to get 
presents for the children, and the 
merchant had donated liberally. How 
happy the children were as they came 
forward to get a basket containing 
small bananas, an orange, a kind of 
fried green banana, a small present 
such as a slate, some kind of a dish, 
soap, or a piece of cloth. 

The parents are interested in their 
children coming to Sunday School and 
we learned later that the Hindus 
themselves had helped to put up the 
arbor. - 

We hold our meetings in a hall that 
holds only about one hundred people, 
so for the special meetings we held 
nights there a school was rented. We 
had the morning meeting on Sunday

from there to the warehouse with 
Brother Bennett as pastor. That was

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pastor. In the fall of 1941 the Lord 
sent Brother Moore to Sparta to hold 
a revival. While in the revival, the 
Lord impressed him to build a house 
for worship. Of course, the problem of 
finance arose since there were only 
twenty-eight members, but the Lord’s 
promises were sufficiently encourag- 
ing for us to carry on for Him and 
when the time came for Him to work, 
He did just what He said He would do. 
One time we needed just fifty cents 
worth of material. We went to town 
and while waiting for a car to cross 
the street, a man came up with fifty 
cents in his hand. He said he didn’t 
know what it was for, but I told him 
it was for the Lord, so we went on to 
the hardware store to get the material. 








Many things have taken place that 
we wouldn’t have space to relate. 
Since the Assembly, we have built a 
parsonage that the church is proud 
of. The buildings are worth about $8,- 
000. We now have fifty-three mem- 
bers. We have the parsonage paid for 
except $200 and we owe only $1,000 on 
the church. We raised over $2,800 last 
year. The church is so full on Sunday 
night that we can’t seat the people. 
Something else must be done soon. 
We will have to enlarge our borders. 
The honor and glory be to Him that 
giveth the victory—Ted Moore, pas- 
tor.

Sister..Moore has also stayed 
busy carrying her part of the work 
along.

herd gathered them into caves (1 Sam. 

24:3) or enclosures built of rough 

stones (Num. 32:16; Judges 5:16; 

Zeph. 2:6; John 10:1). 

The sheep know the shepherd and 
heed his voice, John 10:4. They know 
not the voice of strangers, John 10:5. 
Sometimes the sheep are called by 
names, John 10:3. The shepherd often 
carries the smaller lambs in his bosom, 
or under his arm, or in the folds of his 
cloak, Isa. 40:11. Sheep are men- 
tioned about five hundred times in 
the Scriptures. The people of God are 
His sheep, Psa. 95:7; 100:3; John 21: 
15-17; the pastors or shepherds are 
mentioned in Jeremiah, 23d chapter, 
also Eph. 4:11. Our Lord’s charge to 
Peter is found in John 21:15-17, and 
the shepherd’s reward is mentioned in 
1 Peter 5:4. 

In the shepherd or pastor God has 
provided, or at least wishes to pro- 
vide, a sympathetic and compassion- 
ate heart to lead and care for His peo- 
ple. Pastors should be kind and gentle. 
It requires love and patience to de- 
velop the new converts into well-bal- 
anced Christians and into sainthood. 
The pastor shines most when he visits 
the poor and the less fortunate, and 
makes them to feel they are loved and 
respected. 

AN UNDERSHEPHERD 


The pastor takes Christ’s place as 
a shepherd, and successful pastors are 
those who, like Christ, enter into a 
ministry of substitution; though not 
being able to actually bear their mem- 
bers’ sins in their body like Christ, 
they can patiently and lovingly pray 
for them and thus bear their sins to 
God in prayer while He, there at the 
throne of mercy and grace, asks for- 
giveness for them. First, do all you 
can to save those who have turned 
away from Christ. They can be turned 
out of the church when nothing else 
can be done and when all else has 
failed. A good lesson will be found in 
Luke 13:8; this metaphorically repre- 
sented backslidden Israel. While “poi- 
manio,” which means to feed, to tend 
a flock, keep sheep (1 Peter 5:2; Luke 
17:7; 1 Cor. 9:7; also to rule, govern, 
etc. Matt. 2:6; Rev. 2:7; 12:5; 19:15), 
it follows that the work of the shep- 
herd is best represented in Christlike- 
ness in ruling by carrying the lambs, 
or younger members, in his bosom 
close to his heart lest they slip away 
from Christ. Those who are reckoned 
as crippled, spiritually, should be ‘put 
on the shoulder and _ literally, by 
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prayer and love, carried back to the 
fold of Christ. 

I trust you will not think I sacrifice 
principle when I appeal unto you, my 
fellow ministers, to be patient and 
kind. Remember, it was the one that 
was lost that the shepherd went after, 
even Christ the chief Shepherd, Matt. 
18:11, 12. The pastor is most beauti- 
fully and emphatically like Christ 
when he is seeking his sheep that is 
given to wandering. Who of us will 
want to give account unto God for 
negligence in caring for our flocks? 
and most assuredly we will have to 
give account unless we care for them 
diligently, patiently, and with love.

On the 26th I went alone, 
in a rickshaw hired for me, to the 
school used for the special meetings, 
to “preside” over the function of the 
main Sunday School in Calicut. A 
similar program to the one the day 
before was carried out, only here in 
addition to the fruit, etc., a number 
of children were given a piece of cloth 
from which some article of clothing 
could be made up. 

While there Brother Cook and I 
stayed in one of the small rooms 
which are on either end of the hall. 
We have been hoping for some time 
to buy some property for a church in 
Calicut, and while there, we pur- 
chased a site which seemed to be the 








only available one in Calicut. It is in 
a central place among Hindus and 
some nominal Christians. Now the 
next thing is the building. For the ad- 


vancement of the work we feel we | 


must have a church building, which 
will open the door wider for the 
Church of God in Calicut. We feel the 
urgency of building because of the 
shortness of the time we have to labor 
for the Lord. It is a field ripe for 
harvest. 

We now have thirty-one members 
of the Church there and have four 
Sunday Schools, two new ones haying 
recently being opened up in other 
parts near there. There is good scope 
for starting more Sunday Schools in 
the many, many villages in Malabar 
district where there are not even nom- 
inal Christians.
